I think what you mean to say is not "xtransient*x behavior" but instead, 
xnon-linearity behavior*x as a result of overload of devices due to late 
arrival of the feedback that is supposed to maintain linearity. The 
cure for TIM problems has been to extend bandwidth which maintains 
constant propagation velocity over the bandwidth of concern, 

reduce 

number of stages to lower propagation velocity through the amp, reduce 
gain per stage and improve linearity by local feedback (degeneration), 
and use only reasonable amounts of global feedback. 


Yes, good advice. Wider bandwidth, i.e. linear amplitude vs. frequency 
response leads to wider bandwidth over which the phase vs. frequency 
response is linear. The latter gives uniform group delay over that 
phase-linear bandwidth. 


What's not so obvious is that the linear phase region is narrower than than 


the linear freq/amplitude region. I.e. waveform distortion can occur at 
places inside the "bandwidth" of the amp. 


This fact is hinted at when doing so-called rise time measurements whose 
results need to be carefully qualified by the full characteristics of the 
amp being tested. I.e. two amps with the same rise time can have different 
amp & phase vs. freq responses. 


> Amplifiers don't "stick" or "hang". 


I have seen amps "stick"--they just go to some output value & stay there 
for a bit of time. They stick! I think we have only a semantic difference 
here. P.S. They were solid state amps--I have not looked a tubed amps for 
this. 


They have saturation recovery delay times. These problems are dealt 
with by not allowing charges to accumulate in nifty hiding places while 
the amplifier is saturated. Amplifiers with transformers have a 
particularly hard time with this because some of the energy hides in the 
intrinsic but seemingly useless properties of imperfect inductors.

And I must admit, it is possible to remove the cap from the 
circuit when 

the potential is at one of the peaks (AC). 

So in this case, a protective bleeder would act as a safety device.

Exactly. I have had experience of this in the case of a series capacitor 
that was being used to drop our 240 volt mains down to 115 volts for a US 
muffin fan. After nearly zapping myself (it was quite a spark too) I 
conducted some measurements and found that there was often 100 volts or more 
across the cap after switch off - admittedly it was open circuited at that 
time. If the plug was pulled from the wall socket with the power switch on, 
the voltage could appear across the plug pins! A 470K resistor across the 
cap is a cheap safety device.

The cap manufacturer probably couldn't have any idea what sort of circuit 
the cap was going to be used in and the resistor was added just in case.

"Since RCA came out with the new version of the 6146 tube, we have had many 
letters asking us if the new tube (6146B/8298A) can be used with certain 
transmitters. In some instances, we have told our readers that their 
transmitterss did not have enough reserve power [in the power supply] for 
the the new tube--in other instances we told them that other than raising 
the screen voltage and staying with the plate current limits set by the 
manufacturer, the tube would work fine. 


The safe limits for the 6146B depend on the class of service. For example, 
for SSB, the tube has a rated plate dissipation of 35 Watts (with 750 volts 
on the plate, load to 220 mA plate current). Class C CW power ratings are 

exactly the same. The screen voltage in class AB1 (with a de grid voltage 

of -65 v) can be set set so that the 220 mA plate current is not exceeded. 

Depending upon the circuit, the screen voltage can be raised as much as 25 

Vv. 


Remember that the old 6146 has a plate dissipation rating of only 25 W 
(ICAS). In class AB1, the 6146 has a maximum signal plate current of about 
110 mA at 600 v; the screen voltage being set at 200 v and the bias at -50 
Vv. 


If your power supply is dynamically stable and capable of the extra current 
demanded by the 6146B [and if you run and load it that way], you'll have 
little trouble. ... However most transmitter power supplies do have the 
extra power margin required. 


When using the new tube, first load below the manufacturer's ratings--then 
check for [excess] transformer and choke heating. Even with SSB, this is 
necessary. 


Remember that if you're on SSB you more than likely have voltage 
regulation applied to the screens of your 6146's. Your particular screen 
voltage regulator circuit may need some changes. 


xxx Using the new tube without changing the screen voltage to a higher 
value (as recommended by the manufacturer) will *not* result in maximum 


output. **x*

tube is worth trying."

Maximum plate power input is 85 W ICAS in class C for one tube. 


The zero-signal dc plate current in ICAS with 2-tone modulation is 25 mA in 
class AB1. 


The dc plate current a peak of envelope in ICAS for a signal having a 
minimum peak-to-average ratio of 2 is 220 mA max, in class AB1. 


No, I do not recommend using the new tube in the Heathkit TX-1 unless the 
power transformer is changed [take heed!]. 


...TO be on the safe side, the power supply should have a xdynamicx [short 
term, voice peak] capability of 350 mA at 750 v. 


In class AB2, -46 v is needed for bias (two tubes) for CCS operation, with 
a plate voltage of 500 v, and regulated screen voltage of 200 v. Zero 
Signal dc plate current is 50 ma. In CCS service, the max signal dc plate 
current is 308 ma. Signal power output at these values is 100 w, in AF 
power amplifier service [e.g. as an AM modulator]. RF output will be close 
to the AF value. 


Maximum power output will be obtained when the tube is operated under load 
conditions such that the maximum rated plated current flows at the the 
plate voltage which gives the max rated input [power]. 


If the plate shows any color at all at full ratings under ICAS or CCS 
service, maximum ratings have been exceeded. 


...Make sure you have enough ventilation around the tube...500 degrees F 
max bulb temperature..."

Gang, 


I picked these covers up yesterday. They are NEW top and bottom cover sets 
for 513-3/4 and R-388/388A receivers. They look terrific. So a few notes to 
those that are interested in a set: 


1. I am covering a few really minor points below. I want to be absolutely 
honest in representing these. Make no mistake, these are EXCELLENT 
reproductions. Except for the notes below they duplicate every nuance of the 
originals. If you are not happy, return them, undamaged and I'll send your 
money back. You are only out return UPS/USPS fee. 


2. A few of the holes in the bottom plate were one radius (about 0.060) off 
position. Bruce Brackin has tried a set and tells me that it did not affect 
his installation. In any case, I'll include Bruce's notes, as well as a 
sketch showing which holes are affected and which direction to move them 
(with a small round file?). 


3. The spring steel bracket for the "L" shaped screw driver (on the rear 
face of the top cover) will hold the screwdriver in the proper position, but 
is missing the portion that holds the vertical leg of the screwdriver. The 
spring steel bracket for the spline wrenches is a perfect repro. 


4. The alodine finish I believe to be the correct tint. It matches the 
original bottom cover for my 51J-4, and the non-MFP side of my R-388 top 
cover. Recognize that some radios had MFP coating and are a dark amber 

color. The covers will not match this color. I have seen a lot of alodined 
parts for radios of this vintage, and there is a lot of variability in shades. 


5. There is some interest in these for the 51) and 513-2 receivers. I do 
not know if they will fit. If anyone has any experience at this please let 
me know. 


6. To start with, I cannot separate the tops and bottoms. I have only this 
manufacturing run and want to keep them together until I know more about 
demand. If you are interested in just bottoms or tops, please let me know. 
I may be able to match you with someone who needs the other. Or, if demand 
for one is enough, I'll look at having some more made. 


6. For now it looks like I can provide these for $75 packaged and delivered 
to you in the continental US. I'll provide UPS tracking numbers, so you can 


trace it in. I'll use a new heavy duty ("250%") box with foam board inner 
reinforcement. It should arrive without trouble. (The box may be heavier 
than the contents!!) Any special shipping will be extra. If you want to 
pick it up or meet me at the next Detroit area swap meet, I'd reduce the 
price accordingly.
